‘Placi'ng of Ballot Measures Go

Under New Order Here in 1958

Beginning with the next gen-

100 cities throughout the eral election in 1958, the nu-

merical order in which initi-
ative and referendum meas-
ures appear on the ballot will
be determined by law rather
than by the Secretary of State,
This will result from legis-
lation which I introduced in
the 1957 session and which has
been under discussion by the
Legislature for the past 10
years, Its passage has long
been advocated by * various
civic organizations interested
in election reforms; among
them the League of Women
Voters,
Objections to the prévious
system have often been voiced
in connection with measures
whose supporters Ielt they had

by the' general public through
initiative petition will appear
in the order in which they
qualify for the ballot,
Referendum Third

Third in order will appear
any referendum measures, also
in the order determined by the
date of their qualification.
That is, by the date on which
it is officially certified that
sufficient signatures have becn
obtained to meet the constitu-
tional requirements for such
petitions.

/its present or similar form, has

been proposed at every session
for the past 10, years, and iis
‘introduction again last Janu-
ary was entirély without ref-
erence to any specific initi-
ative measure that ‘might now
or later qualify for the ballot,

! Two Examples
Two examples frequently
cited are the 1948 initiative
proposition to give Los Ange-
less County greater representa-
tion in the State Senate, and
the more recent proposal to
abolish cross-filing, in. 1952,
Both appeared on the ballot as
Proposition 13 and both were
defeated.
Actually, the' fundamental
objection was not so much to
the position on the ballot as
to the seemingly arbitrary
manner in which that position
was determined. Supporters
of the new system feel that
there can be no valid objection
as long as the order of ballot
measures is clearly detarmined
by law in ‘advance of any pass-
ing controversy.

Order Given

Under the new act all meas-
ures submitted to a vote of the
people by the Legislature will
appear first on the ballot, and
the order of these propositions
